Scout Meeting 
At High River 


M.H.O. Endorses 
Sale of Seals 


A very successful luncheon 
meeting, sponsored by the Vulcan 
district Board of Trade, was held 
in the I.O.O.F. Hall last Friday, 
and was attested by over 100 far¬ 
mers, business men and ladies. 

«. R. Morrison, the Boar^pf 
Trade president, acted as chair¬ 
man and catering arrangements 
were made by the Thigh Hill 
Women's Institute, providing a del¬ 
icious hot banquet. 

David H. Elton, K.C., of Leth- 
bridge was the after-dinner speak¬ 
er and for many Vulcan people it 
was their first opportunity of 
hearing this -witty and talented 
speaker. 

Quoting from the works of 
some well known poets and from 
his own well-written, thoughtful 
verses, Mr. Elton elaborated on 
the theme gf “Lifter or Leaner" 
saying that only five per cent of 
the people were "lifters” of “lead¬ 
ers” and the rest were “leaners,” 
depending to too great an extent 
on their fellowmen. “The great 
evil of today is dependence on 
governments to shoulder all man’s 
troubles,” said the speaker. 

"What is needed today is a re¬ 
vival of individualism.” 

The theme of "Friends” was 
also well illustrated with verses 
and Mr. Elton held the close at¬ 
tention of his listeners as he point¬ 
ed out the value of true friendship 
in his own inimitable way. 

'Thera is nothing more fruitful 
of happiness than friends," he 
said, and urged his audience • to 
value their friendships above aU 
else. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Elton's 
address a number of the farmer 
guests repaired to the upstairs hall 
to hear addresses on insect and 
weed controls given by Dr. C. W. 

Farstad of the Department of 
Entomology, Lethbridge, and Mr. 

Cal Fairbanks of Calgary 

Dr. Farstad warned that tests 
have shown a vec^t strong likei- 
hood of a severe 'grasshopper in¬ 
festation this codling spring and 
summer,*~"In * a considerable area 
between Vulcan and Champion. He 
strongly urged the use of Chloro- 
dane or Toxophene spray or bait,' 
rather than the older method of 
sawdust bait, and stressed that 
one application is not enough. In 
the infant stage 14 lb. per acre 
would be required with the dosage 
increased to 1 lb. with the growth 
of the 'hopper. Chloredane would 
cost 41,50 to, $1.56 per acre to 
treat with Toxophene running 
slightly higher, at $1.65 per acre. 

The control of sawfiy, which 
has cost the Canadian farmer 
much the past few years was di&- 
cussed at length, With Dr Farstad 
advising the sewing of Rescue or 
Thatcher wheat, which have solid 
stems, as a means of overcoming 
this pest. He felt that in this area, 
which as a rule is considered more 
in the dry belt than it is given to 
prolonged wet spells in Ihe grow¬ 
ing season, that three types of 
wheat thrive and remain standing. 

He admitted that in wet belts the 
Rescue and Thatcher wheat has a 
tendency to fall over. With the 
severe “world shortage of food, the 
speaker emphasized the necessity 
of j seeing that crops were not al- 
head of grain that is down when 
the farmer commences cutting 
means the actual loss of one bus¬ 
hel per acre. 

Mr. Fairbanks, whose work has 
been with the use of 2,’4-D. felt 
very strongly on the use of this 
Aiemlcal as a means of destroying 
or at least controlling weeds. He 
warned - against .the use of sub¬ 
stitutes, remarking -that the in¬ 
formation he gave 'had to do en¬ 
tirely with the use of 2,4-D. It 
was his opinibrf that the need for 
summerfallowing could be almost 
if not entirely eliminated in areas 
of plentiful moisture, by the consis- even for a few years, and wipe out Western Command, 
tent* and wise use of this weed 
eradicator. The chemical can be 
used either as a spray or in dust 
form, but it has been found more 
effective where the spray was us¬ 
ed. Six to 10 oz. of prepared chem¬ 
ical. in the early stage of growth, 
was ’ advised. Mr. Fairbanks re¬ 
peatedly urged the necessity, of 
getting at the weeds in the very 
early stage and warned against 
the use at all during the budding 
season. This treating of fields, by 
air spraying, especially where the 
ground i^ too wet to get on.,was 
advised. The cost for this operation 
would run at about $1.80 to $1.90 
per acre.

TEED SELDOM CAUSE OF 
POULTRY LOSSES 

Experience shows that nearly 
all samples of feed thought by 
users to have killed chickens, prove 
on laboratory examination by the 
Dominion department of Agricul¬ 
ture to be perfectly harmless. 

. The first impulse of many poul- 
trymen, when serious losses occur 
in their flocks, is to suspect the 
feed and submit a sample for ex¬ 
amination. This course of action 
seldom brings a solution, as more 
frequently the cause is disease.-The 
proper course, and the immediate 
one, is to have a poultry patholo¬ 
gist examine a few affected birds 
while they are alive or soon after 


death. 

When feeds are found to be the 
cause, it is almost always a defic¬ 
iency • in the ration used, rather 
than harmful ingredients. It is 
recognized, of course, that diets for 
poultry are sometimes deficient in 
vitamin A or D. riboflavin or 
manganese, which may affect the 
liealih of the birds, but such health 
changes do not occur overnight 
and an observant poultryman will 
notice these changes before they 
reach serious proportions. 

In a great many cases the feed 
is changed when there is an out¬ 
break of disease or some mortality 
in the flock, and whgn the condi¬ 
tion is corrected,, the original feed 
is blamed and the new one is prais¬ 
ed. This,is not necessarily true, as 
in a number of cases the disease 
has run its course and there could 
have been the same original feed. 
•With coccidiosis, for example, the 
serious cycle of the disease runs' 
for about Uve days and most birds 
which d6 not succumb during that 
period will recover on the original 

feed. _

One of the well organized and 
well run institutions of the prov¬ 
ince is the Woods’ Christian Home 
of Calgary, designed as a real 
home for needy or orphaned child-, 
ren. This long established hefuge 
has provided a real home for 
hundreds of children, who other- 
\n ise might have been deprived of 
kindly and thoughtful upbringing. 
Those associated with administra¬ 
tion have been of the highest 
character, and the board of trus¬ 
tees is made up of people of fine 
calibre, deeply interested In the 
wellbeing of the little charges in 
the Home. The majority on the 
trustee board are from Calgary, 
with Lethbridge represented by 
Senator W. A. Buchanan, Red Deer 
by F. Galbraith. The only repre-' 
sentative from the towns of south¬ 
ern' Alberta is I. L. McKeage of 
High River. Any donations in the 
way of food, money etc., which a 
kindly public feels inclined to give 
to this excellent institution are 
deeply appreciated by Mr. Mc¬ 
Keage and his colleages. 

The annual report of the Home 
gives an idea of the work carried 
on and the need for assistance in 
financial operation. 

The report of 1947, issued some 
months ago, show that there were 
94 children being taken care of at 
the beginning of 1947. During the 
year there were 37 new children 
admitted, and 40 discharged, 
leaving 91 at the end of the year. 
Those who left the Home returned 
to establish homes, “or went to 
live with relatives. All arrange¬ 
ments in respect to admission or 
release were satisfactorily carried 
out. • 

Dr. J. V. Follet as M.H.O. gives 
his service freely and voluntarily, 
Dr. J. M. Adams serves similarly 
as eye specialist, and Dr. C. M. 
Johnson as dentist. The Calgary 
Herald equipped the home with 
up-to-date dental equipment anil 
accessories. The general health of 
the children in 1947 was excellent. 

In educational lines at the be¬ 
ginning of this year there were 
five pre-school children, the rest 
all making classes. There are three 
teachers for the 86 or more pupils, 
ranging from primary to grade 3 
inclusive. School inspectors gave 
a very • favorable report. Good 
recreational programs are arranged 
with special celebrations at fre¬ 
quent intervals throughout the 
year. Play ground equipment is 
considered important, and sports 
play a big part in recreational life. 

The report stated that the prop¬ 
erty on the whole is in very good 
shape. Funds had been provided 
for landscaping the property, And 
this has been done with greatly im¬ 
proved effect. When building con¬ 
ditions are more favorable a school 
building will be erected. 

Receipts for the year 1947 were 
$30,568, „ and expenditures were 
29,709. The cost of operation per 
inmate per day was 93.79 cents, a 
steadily rising figure. There was 
a grant of $3,440 received from 
the Calgary Community Chest, find 
donations from the outside public 
amounted to $13,819. 

Many donations of food, cloth¬ 
ing, house supplies, etc., were also 
received and gratefully acknowl¬ 
edged. In addition there are 
organizations that arrange enter¬ 
tainments and treats for the 
children. Every Saturday after¬ 
noon the C. of C. arranges a pic- 
' ture show at the Home.

In the basement, livestock 
buildings, and pump house, damp 
floors can ’ produce' an excellent 
ground. In the ev'ent of shock 
while standing on this moisture 
the person involved is subject to 
the full effect of the charge. 

Care with electricity in bath¬ 
room dnd kitchen is essential. Nev¬ 
er switch on electricity while in 
bath. If you keep electric heaters, 
radios, or similar appliances out 
of the bath room there will be no 
danger of their falling into the 
fub and electrocuting the occupant.

WITH THE 

District Agriculturist 

PETEK JAMIESON 

On Friday of last week the VuL 
can Grain Club held a pre-organ¬ 
ization meeting to discuss the 
problem of varieties of wheat 
that might be grown by the Club 
in the coming season. The meeting 
was well attended by members and 
purents. 

Mr. Ross Walker outlined the 
purpose of the meeting and called 
on the District Agriculturist tp 
discuss and compare different var¬ 
ieties of wheat and give findings 
on them as given by Experimental 
Farms and other authorities. Mr. 
W. Wagler, Field man for the 
Wheat Pool and Mr. S. Johnson,/ 
Plant Science Terfther, also assis¬ 
ted in presenting material for con¬ 
sideration. The Club voted to re¬ 
organize for the 1949 
season. At the January meeting 
election of officers will take place. 
It was pointed out that only var¬ 
ieties of wheat that are recom¬ 
mended by the Zonation Commit¬ 
tee can be grown. This Committee 
meets every winter, discusses var¬ 
ieties of all kinds of grain and 
issues a publication of their find¬ 
ings. As there will be a number 
of changes made at the next sit¬ 
ting of the Committee it was de¬ 
cided to await the Committee's 
findings before a definite program 
for the Vulcan Club would be 
made. Meanwhile the members in¬ 
structed the District Agriculturist 
to write Edmonton and find out 
if the Club could grow two var¬ 
ieties in the 1949 crop year. 

The meeting demonstrated—to 
us how much discussion there 
would be in trying to find a sub¬ 
stitute for Red Bobs in this dis¬ 
trict. Mr. Morrison and several 
of the members parents assisted 
in the discussion. Mr. Wagler of 
the Wheat Pool then presented a 
long colored film showing how 
soils are built over the centuries 
and how they can be destroyed in 
a few short years. The picture was 
interesting and enjoyable and 
was well received by the gather¬ 
ing. 


NEW ARCTIC FISHING BANK 
DISCOVERED 

A new hunting ground for 
Greenland sharks, a source of 
medicinal liver oil, has been dis¬ 
covered by Norwegian fishermen 
recently returned from a four- 
month expedition north of the 76th 
parallel off northwestern Green¬ 
land south of Ellesmere Island. 
Operating two deep-sea fishing 
craft, the Norwegians reported a 
successful season in these new 
waters and landed some . 800 bar¬ 
rels of shark liver oil. The two 
boats arrived at the edge of the 
ice in early June, and fished in 
front of the receding ice line north 
of Ellesmere Island to September 
Radio telephone communication 
between the boats made it possible 
to plot the course of the fish 
schools. 

The Greenland shark is hunted 
only for its liver. Once the liver 
is removed, the fish is dropped 
overboard, and the oil is extracted 
by a steam process aboard vessel.
